HAMAS WELL BEATEN 


HAMBURG, Sunday, 


AX SCHMELING, former _ heavy- 
M weight champion of-the world,- was 

once again’ -proclaimed Germany’s 
boxing idol, by . nearly twenty-five 
thousand wildly excited spectators, when he 
battered the. American, Steve Hamas, into 
such” helplessness this afternoon that the 
referee intervened in the ninth round, Urged 
on by shouts of his own countrymen, Schmel- 
ing reproduced the form which’ won for him 
in 1950 the highest of boxing honours, the 
heavy-weight title, and, by his victory, he 
has once again placed himself in line for a 
tilt at the crown now worn by Max Baer. 

Offers have been made to Baer to defend 
his title, and, if the promoter of to-day’s 
bout, Walter Rotherburg, can bring the two 
together the German will have an opportunity 
of avenging a tenth-round knock-out in 1933. 

Cool, calculated, and trained to the minute, 
Schmeling punched away relentlessly, but, 
try as he would, he could not knock-out 
Hamas, who showed rare gameness. He was 
down three times in the seventh round, and, 
although a badly beaten man, he was on his 
feet when the referee intervened in the ninth. 

Ringside critics were agreed that Schmel- 
ing’s form was better than any he has shown 
in the last two years, and compares favour- 
ably with him at his prime. Schmeling’s 
manager, Joe Jacobs, said that Schmeling 
would meet Max Baer for the title in New 
York in June. | 

ROUND ONE. 

Schmeling, with a right and left, jab, had 
the better of the opening exchanges. “There 
was very little action, however, although 
each ‘took a hard left on the nose. Several 
clinches ensued, and it was during one of 
these that the gong ended the round. 

ROUND TWO. 

A period of light sparring from long rarge 
ended with Schmeling rushing Hamas and 
forcing him on the ropes, but the American 
took the majority of the punches on his 
gloves and elbows. 
clear, and tried to force the pace, but a hard 
right to the bady sent him back on the ropes 
again. Schmeling definitely had the better 
of this round, which he finished by landing 
a succession of hard rights on Hamas’s nose 
and chin. 

ROUND THREE. 

This session opened with both men 
cautious. Hamas was not in a hurry to get 
to grips, and Schmeling again took up the 
fighting. He landed a series of rights to 
the face and. bcdy. . Hamas continued to 
fight on the defensive, and he seemed to be 
continually outwitted by an astute opponent. 

3 ROUND FOUR. i 

Hamas was alreafly showing slight signs 
of the punishment he had taken. He did 
not seem to be uble to match Schmeling’s 
cunning, and ‘frequently fell a victim to 
Schmeling’s tactics of a cautious lead, fol- 
lowed by a powerful right to the head or 
body, Hamas crouched and went into several 
clinches, which lasted so long that the referee 
had to call on them several time to break 


away. 
, ROUND FIVE. 
This was a very uneventful session. 
Schmeling appeared to be taking an “ easy,” 


while Hamas, after his heavy punishment, 
did not seem eager to get to grips. Much 
of the time was spent by the boxers circling 
round the ring in a crouch. 

ROUND SIX. 

Following an opening exchange Schmelin 
got in a terrific right to Hamas’s body, an 
getting the latter on tha ropes, he put over 
another stinging right-hander which sent 
Hamas to the canvas. The American bided 
his time and rose at the count of “eight.” 
Directly he was up Schmeling launched a 
veritable barrage of rights and. lefts, and 
after another “‘dose’’ of Schmeling’s right 
hand Hamas went down for a count of nine. 
He had hardly dragged himself up when a 
hard left and right put hint down for another 
count of nine.

A wolfhound has saved the life of a 
mountain climber whose leg was broken

A war with a Mediterranean Power 
which had the sympathy of the U.S.A.

Blazing Lights 


AM told that some motorists, deter- 

mined to give a lesson to another 
driver who refused to. dim his car's 
abnormally blazing lights when he 
approached other road users, mounted a 
searchlight of sorts—regular (or irregular) 
lighthouse affair—on the front of a car and 
let the non-dimmer have the full betefit of 
it when .next they met him. He now 
dims ! 

Lighthouse equipment is . difficult to 
borrow, but a little regulation under the 
Free State Road Traffic Act might do a 
fot to stop this practice of not dimming. 

Since I last wrote on lights I have been 
pressed to '“ harp” on the dimming ques- 
tion. I dislike returning to subjects with 
which I have already dealt, but the in- 
terest which is being shown in lights and 
dimming justifies another appeal being 
made to the authorities to do something 
about it. 


Argument Against 
SEAS are arguments against dimming. 
I have heard them all. But the 

arguments for it are far greater: 88 per 
cent. of drivers dim, ig commercial] 
concerns require their operators to dim. 
The contention that you can see ahead 
continuously with more satisfaction by 
not dimming only holds good so long as 
the other fellow’s headlights are weaker 
than yours. When he turns on a search- 
light—-you go blind. 

But the law which permits dazzling is 
all wrong. 


“The defendant had no right to pro- 
ceed when dazzled by the headlights of an 


oncoming cat, and he did so at his own 
risk,” said Lord Justice Andrews when, 
in the Northern Ireland King’s Bench 
Division in May, 1926, he delivered one of 
the few judgments on the subject of 
dazzling of which I have knowledge. 

If the headlights of an approaching car 
were suddenly switched on im the eyes of 
the driver of a car ing from the 
opposite direction, he did not think the 
driver of the latter car could be held liable 
for an accident which oceurred before he 
could reasonably have sto hi 

But if, on the other d, eeded 

ustice Andrews, those lights 
were shining in the driver so as to 
prevent him seeing where he was 
going, and, notwithstanding that he volun- 
tarily ‘proceeded, even at a reduced speed, 
wnd ah accident occurred, he must be 
held to have taken an unwarrantable risk, 
and could not free himself from any legal 
responsibility for an accident caused 
directly, either wholly or partly, by such 
negligence. 

But the real culprit, the dazzler, suffers 
no restraint ! :

BRILLIANT PLAYING BY 
HEIFETZ 


—————— 


It was somewhat disappointing to note 
the marked falling off in the attendance at 
the last of the Celebrity Concerts in the 
Capitol Theatre on Saturday last, Probably 
the absence of transport facilities was re- 
sponsible and people could not get to the 
theatre at the hour fixed for the concert. 
Saturday's concert, which was Eas by 
Heifetz, will be remembered as riva ling the 
récital ‘by Horowitz, the most brilliant of 
the season’s series. It , some few years 
now since Heifetz was heard in Dublin, and 
during the intervening petiod he has taken 
on a maturity which has added breadth of 
vision and deep warmth of tone to his play- 
in As a youth he dazzled by the sheer 
brilliance of his technique. That perfect 
mastery of technique is still there—indeed, 
the playing is so easy and confident that 
one loses sight of the technical difficulties. 
In that respect Heifetz stands on the same 
elevated plane as Kreisler, but listening to 
him on Saturday one thought that he was 
imparting te his playing a little extra some- 
thing—it may have been the fires of youth— 


tea appeared to lift him above the 
other and older master. In his pro: 
framme he included as opening -work 


the lovely Kreutzer Sonata of , Beethoven. It 
is very questionable if any of the audience 
ever heard a more impgessive rendering of 
the “ Kreutzer,”’ and, fiossibly all will agree 
that, apart altogether from the exquisite 
mastery of the violinist, a great deal of the 
effect was made possible by the performance 
of Emanuel Bay at the pianoforte, He was 
something more than the perfect accompanist. 
Superb in his control of the instrument, he 
moulded and shaped his playing to fill in ‘and 
complete the picture. This was just the ideal 
partnership of violin and piano, and they 
gave their audiences a rare feast. The playing 
ef the andante, with its beautiful melody 
and variations was delightful. How those 
present weré affected was shown by the 
manner in which they burst into applause at 
the close of each of thé moveménts—evidently 
not able to contain themselves until the end 
of the wo 

Heifetz was heard in a more showy piece 
in the concerto in D minor of Vieuxtemps. 
Pointe that impressed here, apart from the 
revelation of the violinist’s technique, were 
the free, almost improvisatory, style of his 
treatment of the andante, the dazzling decora- 
tive passages of the scherza and the exquisite 
understanding between the stringed instru- 
ment and the piano in the adagio, especially 
in the lovely passages in which the violin, 
away off in the higher register, was heard 
foaring over flowing arpeygios on the piano. 
The art of Heifetz was also revealed in the 
treatment of the cadenza in the final allegro, 
in which the arpeggios and harmonics were 
a feature. 

The last group contained the air for the G 
string by Bach, in which Heifetz brought out 
a gloriors broad melodic line, which was a 
joy to hear for its rich warmth and sustained 
quality. 

By contrast there was the gracefu) Rondo 
from Schubert's pia Sonata in D, the 
dainty appealing Drelnde, Cortege and Air 
de Danse from Debussy’s “ L’ Enfant 
Prodigue.' in which the pipes effect, achieved 
by the muted strings, was wonderfully 
realistic. Sarasate’s colourful and vivid 
‘Carmen Fantasy’? was a fine piece for 
showmanshi). 

Of his encores nothing surpassed the ex- 
quikite reading of the devotional Hebrew 
Melody of Achron.

Unrest in the North 


The people of Northern Ireland appear 
to be losing patience. For the best part 
of fourteen years Viscount Craigavon’s 
supporters would hear nothing against 
their Government, but within the last year 
or two it has begun to suffer more than a 
fair share of abuse. Three measures have 
combined to bring the Government into 
unpopularity. There was, first, the pro- 
posal, contained in last year’s Budget 
speech, that the province’s ratepayers 
should pay a levy towards the cost of 
educational services. It was followed by 
the Summary Jurisdiction Bill—commonly 
known as the Magistrates Ball—which 
seeks to abolish the judicial functions of 
the: Justices of the Peace, and to transfer 
those functions into the hands of Resident 
Magistrates. Meanwhile, the prospect of a 
revaluation of the province was looming 
daily larger, and last week the storm 
broke. Although the general effect of the 
measure is to increase Northern Ireland's 
valeation from £5,367,319 to £7,347,580— 
merely an increase of 40 per cent., which 
does not seem to be an excessive demand 
for | property that has not been valued 
for ‘sixty years—the distribution is un- 
eveh, and some people will be compelled 
to bear an increase in their valuations of 
anything up to 200 per cent. It is not 
surprising that protests are loud already, 
and are growing louder. The general idea 
that prevailed when the measure. was 
moóted a few years ago was that anomalies 
in the province's valuation would be 
corrected ; but nobody had anticipated a 
wholesale rise of the valuation on all sorts 
of premises. Hence it comes that 
individuals and local bodies in every part 
of Northern Ireland are handing in notices 
of appeal, and that property owners are 
speaking even less kindly of their Govern- 
ment than Meath farmers speak of its 
Southern counter part. 

By comparison with the storm which the 
two financial measures have aroused 
already, the trouble over the Magistrates 
Bill is almost negligible. Nevertheless, the 
dispossessed Justices of the Peace are a 
numerous and influential body, and almost 
certainly will make the Government fee] 
their resentment. The bill is challenged 
on the ostensible grounds that it is un- 
democratic—that it will remove the 
adninistration of a great part of the law 
from the hands of private citizens, and 
will bestow it upon “ professionals,’’ who, 
it is alleged, will be subject to control by 
the Government. We do not think that 
the allegations have any real value. The 
Free State’s experiment with District 
Justices has shown far more satisfactory 


results than the old system of Justices of 


the Peace ; and, even if Lord Craigavon’s 
Government should be able to influence the 
new magistrates, the resulting abuses 


would probably be less grave than the 


many abuses for which the “J.P.s’’ 
themselves have been responsible. Northern 
Ireland's people in general do not seem to 
caré one way or tle viher. Everybody, 
however, is inclined to resent the two 
financial measures, for two reasons. In 
the first place they are likely to affect 
evetybody’s pocket more or less seriously. 
On the surface, only ratepayers will suffer ; 
but, in point of fact, a blow to one section 
of any community almost inevitably reacts 
on the others—lessees of houses, employés 
on éstates, and wage-earners of every ciass. 
In the second place, there is an uneasy 
feeling that Viscount Craigavon’s Govern- 
ment is acting in these matters on the 
dictation of the British. Government, and 
the amour propre of the Northern people 
is wounded. - 

The fact which Ministers have let slip 
on: more occasions than one is that 
Britain has been pressing for more money 
from the North. Until a few years ago 
Northern Ireland paid a handsome amount 
antually to Britain in the form of an

THE INDWELLING 
CHRIST 


LENTEN SERMON IN 
CHRIST CHURCH 


“Vital Christianity ’’ is the general title 
of a series of special Lenten sermons, of 
which the first was yesterday afternoon de- 
livered in Christ Church Cathedral, Dublin, 
by the Rev. C. G. W. Duggan, B.D., Rector 
of Harold 's Cross. 

Speaking on (‘the indwelling Christ,” he 
said: We are dán in days when the ap- 
plication of r knowledge to inventin 
things which fhinister to our comfort an 
convenience tends to centre mens thoughts 
on the matérial. Man, however, is a spiritual 
being, and cannot regard materialism as the 
last word. In the conversion of St. Paul we 
find a striking illustration of the reality and 
ba of the spiritual forces in the world. 

t. Paul finds in it an example of the con- 

trolling power of Jesus Christ. 
_The Christian is to exhibit in his life a 
likeness to Christ. To do so he must be 
conscious of the presence of the Spirit of 
Christ within. No individual is born with 
this consciousness ready-made: each genera- 
tion has to learn anew how to realise this 
Presence. Religion is failing in its rpose 
if it is not making us aware of this spiritual 
force and power, which alone can guide, in- 
spire and illumine life on Christian Tease. 

Some are unhappy because the Christ is not 
yet enthroned in the heart of the world or in 
the hearts of men; for His victory is by no 
means complete in the actual practice of 
modern society. There is not yet complete 
purity, or humility, or charity in the world. 

The tendencies of modern novel or drama, 
the tone of social intercourse, or the proceed- 
ings of the law courts, show that the world 
1s at the moment very far from being informed 
by the mc of Christ. The existence of 
anti-Christian and objectionable forms of 
self-assertion, the presence of what is 
unloving in the ways of men with one another 
and the envenomed denunciation of funda- 
mental Christian truth, which is sometimes 
met with, point in the same direction. “I 
am with you always,’’; God's Church should 
take heart and be strong in knowing that 
‘God is in the midst of ia therefore, shall 
she not be removed.'” God's child may take 
courage in the knowledge that when he can 
say: “I believe in the Christ within me.” it 
is possible to ‘do all things through Christ 
which strengtheneth me.’’ 

In this. season’ of Lent, God calls His 
children to cultivate the humble spirit 
through the means of grace; for it is in the 
humble heart alone that the Christ finds a 
congenial atmosphere. It is only the truly 
humble person who can offer his heart readily 
to the influence of the spirit within. It is 
through the humble soul that the regenera- 
ting’ force flows forth to win the world for 
God, and thus brings fulfilment to the 
beatitude—‘‘ Blessed are the meek, for they 
shall inherit the earth.”

GOVERNMENT’S PACIFIC

HE policy of France, both at home and 
internationally, was reviewed by M. 
Flandin, the Prime Minister, in an im- 
portant speech here to-day. : 
Referring to the recent lecture in Paris 
bv. Sir John Simon on the British Con- 
stitution, M. Flandin said that the wheels 
of democracy worked more smoothly in 
England than in France because the 
average Englishman had a better sense of 
national discipline. ‘‘ We laugh at the 
systematic confidence the English have in 
their Governments, but that is, perhaps, 
better than systematic criticism and 
defiance.”’ 


SIGNIFICANT 


M. Flandin asked whether dictatorships 
had been more successful in dealing with 
the economic crisis than ~democracies. 
“ Isn't it in the great democracies that 
the economic structure remains more 
solid?’’ he said. ‘‘ Isn't it a significant, 
but unconscious, tribute that frightened 
capital flies to them for refuge ?’’ 

Dealing with the internationa] monetary 
situation, M. Flandin said: “ We shall 
make every effort to hasten the stabilisa- 
tion of the great currencies, because that 
is a condition of the resumption of inter- 
national trade and prosperity.”’ 

Discussing the Government’s credit 
policy, M. Flandin said that the object 
was to establish cheap money and security 
of discount at home. 

On the international plane the Govern- 
ment aimed at. avoiding all influences 
tending to provoke a fall in foreign 
currencies which paralysed French ex- 
ports. They could not influence foreign 
monetary policy, but the French Govern- 
ment’s policy could put a brake on the 
influx of foreign capital, a source of 
currency appreciation which was fatal to 
French industry. 


LIBERAL CREDIT 


This involved a liberal credit policy at 
home in order to reduce French rates of 
interest. The recent measures which the 
Bank of France had taken were irftended 
to create a short-term market which would 
dispel the menace of a new deftation or 
devaluation. 

Critics called this inflation, which was 
absurd, since the gold reserve of the 
Bank. of France could guarantee twice the 
existing valuation. 

In the international field M. Flandin 
said that France was pursuing her pacify- 
ing réle. He instanced the Danubian 
Pact, the Eastern Pact, and the newly- 
established friendly relations with Italv 
and Soviet Russia 
The peace of Europe depended on the 
good-will of Germany, ‘‘ treated on an 
equal fovting, which is not in dispute.”’ 


DEFENCES 


Meanwhile, France was maintaining her

It makes a god 
out of blood and race nationality, honour 
and liberty. This religion makes God in 
man’s image. Such idolatry is anti- 
Christ.’’ 

It continues: “Even in ‘the face of 
force, the Church shall not cease to 
preach the Gospel.”’ 

The manifesto was read at 
Niemoeller’s church at Dahlem, 
Berlin, this morning. ! 

Meanwhile, Dr. Karl Barth, an Opposi- 
tion leader, has been warned by the 
secret police to discontinue the Bible 
classes which he has been holding in his 
own home since his dismissal. 


POLICE BAN 


When the secret police heard of the 
manifesto they issued a decree forbidding 
it to be read in any of the churches in 
Prussia. Pastor Niemoeller defied this 
decree in his own church at Dahlem. 

In Stettin, however, secret police agents 
confiscated copies of the manifesto, and in 
another town in Pomerania two pastors 
who insisted on reading the declaration 
from their pulpits were arrested. 

It is understood, however, that they 
were detained only two hours and were 
released as soon as the Services in their 
churches were over.

TO-DAY’S DEBATE

In a leading article to-day The Times 
observes:—-The debate in the House of 
Commons this afternoon will have quite 
exceptional importance. It will be the 
first occasion on which the House has 
been .enabled to discuss the Service 
estimates as a whole and the useful 
innovation of publishing a preliminary 
White Paper surveying the data on which 
they are based is in no way discounted 
by the storm of criticism which the White 
Paper has aroused. The policy which the 
Government have adopted in deciding to 
renovate and modernise the defensive 
organisation of the country is clearly. the 
right course, even if it is not the popular 
course. It was always obvious that, fail- 
ing the immediate success of the Dis- 
}armament Conference, the arrears of 
several years of cheeseparing would have 
to be made up, and the expenditure is 
now being incurred in improving the 
quality of the national défence equipment 
rather than in increasing its quantity. 

The British Government, adds The 

Times, were only facing the plain truth 
when they stated in*the White ‘Paper that 
international machinery was not yet suffi- 
ciently developed to guarantee peace, and 
that it is, in actual fact, the suspicion of 
Germany’s neighbours as to German inten- 
tions which is the main cause of the 
present unrest in Europe and the conse- 
quent increase of armaments. There are 
many who think that the one assurance 
which would give the peace machinery 
substance would be the more whole-hearted 
participation of Great Britain; but a 
necessary preliminary must be the adhesion 
of all countries on terms of equality. The 
essential and immediate requirement for 
the stabilisation of Europe is, in fact, the 
equal participation of Germany, and to 
prepare the way for her participation is the 
particular object of the proposed visit to 
Berlin, which is now, happily, and, let us 
hope, finally, arranged to take place about 
a fortnight hence. Those who speak for 
the Government will, no doubt, bear in 
mind, therefore, that the success of that 
essential step depends a good deal on what 
they say to-day. 
It is far more important now to look to 
the future than to the past, and to think 
only how best to set up that new order 
upon which it is hoped to establish peace 
and security. If Germany is a convert to 
this ideal it will succeed; if she is not, 
then the old balance of power will in- 
evitably recur, with its disastrous con- 
comitant of competition in armaments.

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NEW CLAIM IN RAIL STRIKE . 


Workers, during the week’s end, has de- 
cided to include in its demands the 
restoration of the 7$ per cent. deducted 
from basic wages, and a review of present 
conditions of service. | 

Under the existing agreement between 
the company, the National Union of Rail- 
waymen, the Railway Clerks’ Association 
and the Associated Society of Locomotive 
Engineers and Firemen, railway wages and 
conditions may not be altered until after 
next December. The Federation, however. 
is not a party to these agreements, and 
does not consider itself bound to await 
the result of the usual negotiations. 
In an interview with an official of the 
Great Southern Railways it was stated 
yesterday that applications for re-employ- 
ment had been received from representa- 
tives of the whole of the dismissed loco- 
motive end shed staffs at Bray, and 
trom about twenty of those at the Broad- 
stone who already are on strike. The men 
had expressed regret at the action which 
had been taken in withdrawing their 
labour, and had undertaken, if re-em- 
ployed, to carry out all the company’s 


structions of the company’s superior 
officers. They had already severed their 
connection with the Federation of Irish 
Rail and Road Workers, and they under- 
took to become members of any of the 
recognised railway unions. One of the 
unions, they had said, intimated its will- 
ingness to accept them into membership. 
They trusted that the company eiald 
overlook the foolish action they had taken 
through being misguided. 

When the representatives of the men 
seeking re-employment were received at 
Kingsbridge yesterday they were asked to 
put the request in writing. They did so 
and signed their statements. The men 
then were told that they and those for 
whom they spoke would be taken on imme- 
diately. 

. It was made clear to the men that the 
company had already taken on a large 
number of others and that none of these 
would be dismissed. These new employés 
would be retained in the service of the 
company provided they conducted them- 
selves properly. It was also stated that 
the company had already promoted a 
number of the men still employed, and 
that none of these would be reduced. The 
company had been careful to take on ex- 
railwaymen only.

ch FIR with the result that within 
thé very first year the work of the associa- 
tion made itself felt. Not only so, but 
the very ‘first report of the new ‘bod 
was able to report an increase of Trish 
trade with France and with other foreign 
countries as a direct result of its activities. 
The membership gradually grew, manu- 
facturers and public alike were highly 
appreciative of the excellent work it had 
performed; and it became generally 
recognised that the movement had come 


to stay. 


INDUSTRIES SAVED 
For the first twenty years of its life 
this country had not control of its own 
legislative affairs, but it was strongly pro- 
tectionist as a result of the association's 
unceasing propaganda, and all. indystries 


then: existing were helped and stimulated’ 


by the ceaseless efforts made to induce 
the public to support native products and 
manufactures. Whilst entirely non- 
political, the association has always been 
strongly national in its outlook on 
economic affairs, and it succeeded against 
strong opposition in inducing all public 
bodies in the country, even under the old 
régime, to give a decided preference to 
goods produced in Ireland. A great step 
forward was the securing of revision ¢f 
the tender forms in use by municipal and 
county councils, hospitals and other insti- 
tutions, substituting the names of Irish 
proprietary articles for the imported com- 
modities hitherto in use. A judgment of 
the late Chief ‘Baron Palles confirmed 
that right. The Irish woollen trade, the 
association claims, was kept alive by the 
spirit they engendered in the people, and, 
by urging the use of Irish poplin for 
Church purposes and for ties, the Irish 
poplin industry was saved from extinction. 
These, however, are only a couple of 
instances of the beneficial work of the 
association. 

The unceasing cries: “Buy Irish 
goods and relieve unemployment,’’ ‘‘ Buy 
Trish goods and stop emigration.” 
led to a demand for all sorts of Irish- 
made articles and commodities—matches, 
candles, soap, confectionery, preserves, 
and a score of other things, the produc- 
tion of which provided new work. An 
admirable feature of the association's work 


‘was that it was not solely concerned with 


the interests of the manufacturer. It 
looked after the welfare alike of manu- 
facturer. worker, trader and consumer, 
and all four interests were represented on 
the Council and subscribed to its funds, 
for the movement was maintained by the 
voluntary contributions of its members. 

Under the changed conditions that have 
followed the establishment of a native 
Government, the association’s work has 
been pursued with an _ ever-increasing ' 
determination and success. 


IRISH EXHIBITION 


What was described in the annual 
report for the year 1922 as ‘‘ the most 
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INDUSTRIAL 


important event in the history of the 
association’’ was the establishment of 
the Permanent Exhibition of Irish Goods, 
which was opened in December, 1921. The 
Exhibition was first housed in the 
premises now occupied by the Hospitals’ 
Trust in Upper O’Connell street, but in 
1925 it was transferred to the present 
premises, 3 St. Stephen s Green. 
Although, perhaps, not visited by as 
many people as the association would 
like, the Exhibition, which is open to 


‘and has been availed of by manufacturers 


from all. Ireland, is visited by large 
numbers, of the general public; and a 
specially interesting feature, and one that 
should be fostered, is that parties of school 
children are brought along from time to 
time by their teachers to inspect Irish 
manufactured goods. It is. the opinion 
of membeis of the association that the 
Exhibition should be on a more ambitious 
and more comprehensive scale, and should 
be housed in a special building, centrally 
situated, and that the fullest use should 
be made of such a great national asset. 
Whilst advocating voluntary protection, 
the association always realised that it 
was only an indifferent substitute for the 
powerful stimulus to a revival of. in- 
dustries that could be given by a native 


Government deliberately building up a. 


balanced economic life, in which industry 
and agriculture would be complementary 


INFORMATION BUREAU 


When every nation in the world is now 
so strongly bent on the preservation and 
development of its home market, they hold 
that their intense preoccupation with the 
same need and objective should meet with 
sympathy and understanding. The 
association acts as an information bureau 
in all economic and industrial matters 
to inquirers at home and abroad. It 
advises as to possible new industries and 
their prospects, and convenes conferences 
of producers to consider various matters 
of interest to them, and helps in every 
wav to develop external trade. 

In their last report they recorded a 
vear of “ continued progress not only in 
the work of the association, but of the 
industrial development of the country 
generally,’’ but that, they say, “ is only a 
reflection of the progress which has been 
made in the industrial life. 

“The association for many yearns has 
had as its objective the making of this 
country as self-contained as is reasonably 
possible. That objective is being steadily 
reached. ... #The increased production 
in all industries is pronounced, while the
